A SIGNIFICANT SPEECH 



The Bi'itisli Premier Reviews the 
Foroigfii Field - Interpretation of 
the Monroe Doctrine. 



Britain's Duty to tlie Armenians— 
Why She Did Not In- 
terfere. 



Salisbury's Eloquent Tribute to tlie 
Devotion of the Colonies to 
the Empire. 



London, Jan. 31. — ^The banquet of the 
Non-Conformist Unionist Associal ion at 
the Hotel Metropole to-night wa.s the 
occasion of an address by the Marquis of 
Salisbury. The iiriiiio iiiini.ster in the 
course of his remarks said with reference 
to Venezuela: " I have been held up as 
a denouncer of the Monroe doctrine. As 
a matter of fact, although the Monroe 
doctrine is no part of international law, 
my disjiatch to Mr. Ohioy, secre- 
lai-y of .state of the United 
Slates, supported it as a rule of 
jioliey in the strongest and moat distinct 
terms. But when I stated in that 
despatch and reiterate now that as a 
rule of policy, we arc the entire advo- 
cates of the Afonroc doctrine, we mean 
the Monroedoctriiio as President Monroe 
uiider.stood it. (Cheers.) In tiiat seiiKe 
you will not lind any more convinced 
supporters than we are." 

Lord Salisbury then turned abruptly 
to the Armenian question, and re- 
proached the religious communities 
with laboring under a mistake when 
they supposed that ICngland had bound 
herself in honor to succor the Arnien- 
iana, which inetubs to go to war with the 
Sultan in order to force him to govern 
the Armenians well. The Berlin treaty, 
lie .said, merely boiiiid the signatory 
powers that if the Sultan promulgated 
certiiiii reforms tlu'v would watch over 
the execution of those reforms — nothing 
more, lie did not think any one could 
interjiret that as undertaking to go lo 
war. As to the Cyprus convention, 
fyord Salisbury coiitiiiucd, it contains no 
trace of an uiuiei taking lo interfere in 
behalf of the Sultan's subjects. 

"I was concerned in tbe drafting of 
botli.theae conventions," lixird Salisbury 
said, "and nothing would have iflduced 
me to pledge my country to such a des- 
perate undertaking." The speaker re- 
minded bis hearers that the reforms 
which the Sultan had recently accepted, 
although very good feforms, could 
, bo expected to produce good 
{j.jVcinir.ent in t"ivc months. " They re- 
<iuire time to work out," Jlis Lordship 
went on to say ; " they would require 
time in a civilized comiiiunity, and 
luucli more so in a savage and fanatical 
community. 1 hope they will have a 
beiieiicial result as the time progresses." 

r><jrd Salisbury then continued: 
'' Meantime by spreading among the 
Turks the feeling that their dominion 
was threatened, the reforms have un- 
fortunately led to the perpetration of 
horrors, which can only be compared 
with the days of Genghis Khan anil 
Tamerlane. L am aware that many in- 
lliiential iieople aver that this 
was done by the Sultan and 
his gitvernment with a .set pur- 
pose. My own opinion is that the 
Sultan's governiiiunl is weak, wretched, 
impotent and powerless, but it is a 
dream to imagine that he ordered (be 
[jerpetiation of these cruelties. In my 
judgment there is no ground for tbiiik- 
iiig so. It was race faction and creed 
faction viriveii to the highest point in 
their most corrupt and most horrible 
form which brought upon the wretched 
Armeni;ins these terrible sufferings. 

" if you ask why we have not inter- 
fered, J can only answer for England, 
that we could have threatened wliat I 
may (tall amuiyaiu'es in tli« seizing of 
customs here and then;; ljut when you 
arc dealhig with the rising (tf a wliole 
fanatical pojuilation against a pojHihi- 
tion with whom they have boon at 
bitter enmity lor ages, and who are 
situated in mountains fiir reiuovud 
from tfje seashore, yon are de- 
ceiving yourselves if you ima- 
gine that iCng'and's arm, long 
as it is, could have done anytbijig in 
mitigation. Nothing but a uiiliLa-ry oc- 
cupation oould have done it, and 12ng- 
land docs not possesB- the power for 
military occupation at that distanoe. 
Mr. (lladstone wrote in a letter 
that lOnghind could cope with live or 
six Turkeys. That was a most ill-judged 
and rash observation. If the Sultan 
would meet us on t he open sea umloiibt- 
icdly we could cope with live or six ijul- 
laiiH. Hut it is not worMi arguing the 
jiossiliility of iMiglaiid occupying these 
inaccessihic provinces. 

" I am not bound lo answer the «|U«b- 
tion why lOuropo did not interfere. J 
say ciintidentiy that none of the powers 
wished to inteiifere, and I helieve their 
view lis that with patience the Sul- 
tan's prestige, which is the only power 
left in the country, will ultimately re- ' 
establish order and allow industry and 
commerce to take their usual secure 
couiTse. This ia tli«ir view and it is our 
duty to give the Suitan time. 

In coiKdusion Lord Salisbury referred 
to the recent patriiptic demoiistiatioiis 
in the colonies in the fiiccof threatening 
complications, and t-iiid : "1 care not 
how much we are isolafed if wc are uni- 
ted. An example has heen sot which 
will shed a beiiern'oiit light on the latest 
generatimiK of Kiiglishnien." As be lin- 
islied his address and resunind liis Beat 
he woB greeted with loud and prolonged 
cheera. 



ALAEM IN THE TRANSVAAL. 

The Government Said t|i^ Be ' Contemplating 
a Coup— Appeal of an American 
Who is in f risen. 

l^ONDON', Jan. 31. — In view of the 
alarming stories afloat the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, Et. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, has ordered the British 
agent at Pretoria, the capital, to go to 
Johannesburg and report the true situa- 
tion of affairs to the colonial offlce. Ae 
cording to the latest advices everything 
it unsettled at that point and there are 
no signs of tbe resumption of business. 
It is rumored tbe government is contem- 
plating another coup involving addi- 
tional arrests of prominent men in 
Johannesburg. 

Xkw Youk, .Ian. ,31.— The Journal 
))rints a dispatch from John Hayes 
Hammond, the American engineer w;ho 
is imprisonea in the Transvaal, which 
concludes : " Detention of all prisoners 
unjustiliable, confiscation of property a 
monstrous oppression; ask our govern- 
ment to urge on the Transvaal govern- 
ment that the demands of the reform 
committee were reasonable and based on 
the primary iirinciples of the republic. 
Protest against the treatment of all Am- 
ericans in (larticular. If the Transvaal 
government persists in its presentcourse 
our government can only evoke the iiid 
of tlreat Britain as the i)ariimountSoutli 
African power to coerce the Transvaal. 
This of course tbe Transvaal would fear. 
Urge our government to act immediate- 
ly and enlist sympathy in our favor." 



Tlie Public School Trustees Solve 
the Problem of Reducing Their 
Expenditure 



By fluking' General Reductions in 
Teachers' Salaries— High School 
Tuition Fee. 



Although at their meeting on Monday 
night last the board of jiublic school 
trustees decided that a generrl !;horten- 
ing of stafl' was preferable to a reduction 
of teachers' salaries, they came to the 
conclusion last evening that the expen- 
diture for the year could not be sufli- 
ciently cut down by the method jiro- 
posed, and so the pruning knife was 
used with effect in all departments. In 
connection with the Collegiate Institute 
especially radical changes were decided 
upon, the fourth division being abol- 
ished, and a cut of $050 being made in 
the. salaries of the remaining teachers. 
It was also determined to comply with 
the suggestion recently offei ed by the 
Municipal Reform Association, and 
make the Collegiate Institute in a 
mea.sure self-8Ui)porling, in the manner 
outlined in the lollowing resolution: 

" That in accoixlance with the terms 
of section 38 of the Public School act a 
fee of .^5 per term be charged all pupils 
attending the High school, such fee to 
commence on the 1st day of March, 189(3, 
and the charge for the unexpired bal- 
ance of tlie jiresent term tobe!f2..50, pay- 
able to the Principal in advance." 

Although it was originallv intended 
to make a reduction in the s.ilary list of 
hut .tl',:;?!!. 10, the trustees found when 
their labors were completed last evening 
that salaries had been hrought down 
!f4,500, while the total estimate for the 
vear, of .$43,000, is ^tl.oOO below that of 

The only increivscs of salary allovv'ed 
were in the eightli divisions of the Boy's 
Centi-al, Girl's Central, North \Var<i and 
South Park schools, in the fourth ■divi- 
sion at Victoria West and in the third 
i form at Spring Kidge, in each of which 
an lulvanee from lf4S0 to !f550 was 
allowed.

Review of Seventeen Years 
Progress. 



What the Government Has Done to 
Promote the Prosperity of 
' the Dominion. 



Canada's Iiuniense Advantages— A

British Columbia. 



(From Our Own Correspomlent.) 
Ott.\wa, Jan. 31. — There was less 
public interest manifested in to-day'a 
budget deliverance than there has been 
for many years. The attendance was 
slim in the house and galleries. Those 
present, however, listened to a splendid 
speech from Hon. Mr. Foster, one of the 
best he ever delivered. In effect it was 
a review of seventeen years progress 
uiuler Conservative rule, and makes a 
s])lendid caniiiaign document. He esti- 
mated the revenue and expenditure for 
the present year at about $37,000,000. 
The government could liave had a sur- 
plus this yeiar, but had decided to spend 
it in drilling the militia. Mr, Foster 
proceeded to show the importance of 
this step. 

The Minister then took up the ques- 
tion of the development of the resources 
of the country, .ind explained how" the 
government .had devised measures to ex- 
tend means of communication with 
p]ngland, Australia, Japan and the West 
Indies, all of which the Liberals had op- 
posed. He defended the national policy 
of the government and expressed tbe 
belief that the feeling of the country 
still favored a moderate measure of pi-o- 
teclion. He pointed out the immente 
advantages which Canada possessed for 
Eupplying the mother country with 
food products, and said he 
believed that arrangements could 
and would be brought about to 
make the Empire and its dependencies 
sufFicient withm themselves to feed one 
another and stimulate the production of 
each. This arrangement would make 
the outlying dependencies of Great Brit- 
ain and Britain herself, witli common 
interests, common traile ami common 
defence, strong and united to liegin that 
race of Imperial rule and ])rogi ess which 
is in store for them. 

Sir Kicliard Ciirtwright followed with 
a repetition of the speech of previous 
years. He spoke for about -an hour and 
then moved the adjournment oi tbe de- 
bate.

A nundier of East- 
ern capitalists who h:ive,it is stated, about 
completed arrangements for the pur- 
chase of over a dozen valuable claims in 
the Boundary Creek section, have been 
looking over the field with a view to 
locating one at Midway of a similar 
nature to the Trail Creek smelter : while 
Mr. J. Manley, of Grand Forks, Kettle 
River, is resrionsible for the assertion 
that during this year a smelter will be 
built at or near that town, 

A. Morden, sr., of I'ort Morden, was 
in town this week with .some line look- 
ing samples of free milling gold quartz 
from a letlge recently located liy him on 
the west side of ( )kaniigan lake, about 
twelve miles from this uitv. An assay 
showed the rock to contain about $9.20 
per ton in gold, and as the ledge is a big 
one, starting almost from the shore of 
the lake, the find is likely to turn out to 
be of considerable value. There must 
have been fully 100 locations made on 
the west side of the lake during the past 
six or eight months, and the spring will 
see a lot of prospectors at work in this 
district. 

J. Monalian, one of the owners of the 
famous Cariboo claim, at Camp Mclvin- 
ney, was in town for a day last week. 
Monahan has notliing to say regarding 
his own property, but .sjjeaking geniM'- 
ally of the lower country lie expresses 
the opinion that a wonderful future is 
before it, and that as soon as railway 
transportation is furinslied, the country 
will assume a foremost position amongst 
the mining districts of tb.o world — not 
excepting South Africa or Coolgardic. 
He also feels well assure<l that such a 
railway enter{)riso as will open up this 
district of stupendous mineral resources 
is oh the eve of being inaugurated, and 
that this seasi.n will see work well under 
way. 

VALUABLE H0KSE3 BURNED. 

Destruction of a Strinc of Rhode Island 
Thoroughbreds— Supposed Iii- 
cendiarisui. 

rjtoviuicNCK, R.]., Jan. .'iO.— W. A. 11. 
Comstock's string of thoroughbred horses 
perished by fire at his stock farm in 
Cranaton this morning. Within fifteen 
minutes f24,000 worth of valuable horse- 
flesh was destroyed, together with the 
barn. Athlete, the most noted horKe of 
the string, was the only one insured and 
his policy was only for if2,()l)0. Tlio barn 
was insured for $10,000, its value being 
about $30,000. No reason for the fire is 
known, and it is the general opinion that 
it was of incendiary origin.

.MUSICAL HONORS. 

Examinations of the Victoria College of 
Music, London, Are Now Held Here 
at Regrulaf Intervals. 

Professor Leo Bradley, Fellow of tli 
Victoria College of Musie, London, and 
local secretiiry of that college, has issued 
the following self-explanatory circular 
letter to lovers of music in British Col 
umbia: 

"The local secretary and representa 
tivo of the Victoria College of Music, 
Ix)ndon, Imgland, desires to draw the 
attention of professors, teachers and 
students in music to the examinations in 
the theoretical and praetieal knowledge 
of music, which are held everj' four 
months at the local centre, Victoria, and 
to the iin))ortanee of these examinations 
from an edui-ational standpoint. It is 
found that eandi<lates not only evince a 
keoner interest in their studies, but the 
fact that they are working for a definite 
object gives a stimulus to theirexertions 
which nothing else could, hence much 
good work is accoinplialied to the satis- 
fa(-tion, gratification and advantace of 
teacher and student alike, which other- 
wise might never have been attempted. 

"The lo'.'al examinations are con- 
ducted by two professors (ajiproved by 
the academical board of London) in thi' 
presence of one or two visitors, tlnit is 
gentlemen (.if gootl social status. It is 
hardly ne(tessary to say that every stu- 
dent will have tlie same chance of suc- 
cess, depending of course on individual 
merit. The successful candidates w'ill 
receive certilicates signed by Dr. Lewis, 
the principal of the college, and their 
names and those of their respective 
teachers will bo published in the local 
papers. 

" The examinations for diplomas are 
for the teachers themselves, or for any 
advanced amateurs who may aspire to 
nmsicial honors. The local secretary 
will be very pleased to furnish further 
jiartif^ulars to intending candidates and 
teachers, and is sure the latter will find it 
much to their interest to ))rei)are and 
send up as many of their pupils as iios- 
sible. .Viiplications slicnild be sent at 
an early date in ortier to give ample 
time to make the necessary preparations 
for the next examination which is in 
.Vpril. .Some of the printed particulars 
may be seen at Waitt's music store 
where the necessary music can also be 
obtained." 



OUR KOOTILNAY COUNTRY. 

Its Importance as Regarded From a United 
States Standpoint. 

(I'rom the Spokane Cliroiilcli'.) 

"During the year 1890, besides the 
Ccuur d'Alenes one diligent writer actu- 
ally compiled a list of five other mining 
districts tributary to Spokane — the 
Seven Devils in Idaho, the Metaline, 
Colville and Okanogan in Washington; 
and the British Columbia Kootenay, 
which he thoughtfully subdivided into 
Warm Springs and Toad Mountain dis- 
tricts. And with these six " well de- 
fined mineral regions" in sight, so 
proiiiising was the showing that he con- 
liileiitly asserted : ' There is not anotlier 
jiortion of the United States where min- 
ing laiuls of so rich and extensive char- 
acter can be fomid." 

"That wiis ill 1S90 — six Sjiokane years 
ago; but they have been years of explor- 
ation and development in spite of mono- 
metallism and "financial stringeney" 
throughout the nation. Instead of six 
regions of " well defined" mineral pro- 
clivities from thirty to forty must now 
be listed as tributary to Spokane, and 
the end of the list is not yet in sight. 

"Across the boundary, Kootenay, which 
claimed two mining legions in 1800, now 
claims a do/.en at tlie very lowest count: 
though there is a growing sus])icion that 
in a few years there will be but one — 
and that one will take in all Kootenay. 

" lOastward along the njiper .Koot(!nay 
in the old jilacer country, the long 
neglected ledges arcf at last drawing at- 
tention, and enough ore has been pro- 
mised I'cr sliipir.cnt thi:! yc.ir to -juiSoify 
the building of a new steamer at Jen- 
nings. Warm Springs, now Ainswortli 
camp, is steadily increasing its output, 
and the enormous Jtluebcll mine is 
iduiie sutlicient to make another liig 
camp across the lake at Pilot Hay. The 
Slocan di.strict, not dreanicd about till 
LSill, is now one of the most famous as 
well as one of the riclie;it in America. 
;\bove the north end of the lake tlicLar- 
deau and Trout Lake diatricts are known 
to contain strong ledges and rich ore 
though little development has yet been 
possible. 

"The Toad Mountain district, long re- 
tarded by delays in the development of 
the Silver King, is onee more enjoying 
great prosperity, and the smoke of the 
lOO-ton smelter which was blown in this 
month is as the sweetest incense in the 
nostrils of Nelson folks. ■ 

" Then there is the great Trail Creek 
district ; but it would not do to forget 
the Salmon river placers with their 
promise of an increasingoutput of yellow 
metal I Grouse mountain, discovered last 
summer but already justifying its first 
EtartlingSboast cf 'ten miles of gold'; 
nor Kettle river, llock creek, B(nindary 
creek, Osoyoos lake and I'"airview camp 
— regions not yet half prospected, but 
where the great ledges of gola,8Uverand 
copper promise to make Yale district as 




famous as Kootenay before the close of 
1897, if not before the end of 1896."

"The Meeting at WeBtminster -jWork 
of the Hortionltaral Board-^ , : 
Officers Elected* 



Some Interesting: Papei'Si and Discns- 
eusston-Tln Qaestlon of Trans- 
portation— Utber Business. 



Westminster, Jan. 31. — At tho meet- 
ing of the Fruit Growers' Association, 
on Tliursday, President Henry referred 
to the practical benelits which liud ac- 
crued from the eflecta of tlio association 
and these results had heen obtained 
after great labor and difficulty. He 
apoke of the ready aid of the govern- 
uient which, together with the hard 
work of the association had carried them 
past the days of experiment and uncer- 
tainty to practical results. He spoke of 
tlie horticultural board and its work in 
tixterniinatin<; insect pests and disease 
in trees ami fruit, and keeping fruit dis- 
eases out of the country ; and the iin- 
])ortant aid to farmers rendered by the 
pest insjit'ctor. He also referred to tlie 
fact thai farmers had been learning tiie 
Ijcst means of jjackiri^ and grading fruit, 
and how to care for tlioir orcliards, 
Tliey had also enabled tlioin to name the 
dillcrent varieties of fruit and to choose 
Kuital)le soil and location for the diller- 
enl varieties. He spoke of the co-opera- 
tive scheme. He believed the country 
until now had not been ready for this 
union of interests, but great »uid benefi- 
cial results would now follow. The vast 
fruit market of Manitoba and the North- 
west was spoken of. Last year the 
conijiarative! y enormous amount of 
fruit shipjiud l<'ast was only a "drop 
in the bucket." lie iuul then 
realised wliat a great iiiarUet we had to 
the east of us. But it was necessary to 
stuily the art of fruit shipping and stiidy 
it unitedly, for Jiritisli Colnmbia fruits 
were too j)erisluihlt>, and freiKlit and ex- 
penses too great for ])roniiscuons sliij)- 
ping. He Ijelieved the scheme of the 
association in sending expert judges to 
the agricultural shows was agreat benefit 
to the farmers. The valuable literature 
they had been sending out was also a 
great advantage to ail concerned. This 
literature was bringing fruit growers 
into the country. The condition of the 
fruit trade was simply this, " United we 
Stand, divid"?*! we fall." He ajiproveil 
of the idea of liuving n permanent fruit 
exhibition not later tlian the end of 
August. 

In the rejiort of the transjjortatiou 
conunittee it was stated that transporta- 
tion matters had been fully discussed in 
committee, and with the C.P.N, and 
with shippers. It had been arranged 
last season that less than carload lots 
should go by express accompanied by a 
representative of the association. In 
fact much of the produce shipped as 
" first class " would be considered " third 
class." 

It was urged that Okanagan and 
Shuswap valleys are the natural feeders 
of Kootenay, and a full consideration of 
this statement was promised, au(l as a 
result considerable reduction in freights 
had been maile. 

The chairman of the committee, T. G. 
Ivirl, spoke of the alleged, necessity of a 
reduction of the passenger rates between 
points West of the Rocky mountains and 
that East of the liockit- 
per mile rate should rule. He referrei! 
to the fact that a return rate of .tti.8() 
was charged between Yale and Viin- 
couver, while he paid .$15.(10 return from 
Lytton, fifty miles further. He thought 
the high passenger rates discouraged 
people from coming into tlie country. 

Mr, M. Baker, Victoria, spoke on 
packing. The moat suitable size boxes 
lor strawberries was mentioned. A val- 
naljle lesson was also given in packing 
plums. He advised the growing of more 
l)runes suitable for ciirrying to distant 
markets. He comineiuled the use of 
baskets holding S'.j pounds for shipjiing 
long ilistances. He acknowledged an 
improvenuuit in packing apples, l)Ut pro- 
per gradinv; bad not i-een attended to. 
California fruit brought better prices 
owing to its Vicing excellently packed 
and graded. For the Coast trade boxes 
should be used, not barrels. The best 
time to pick pears and the way to pick 
them was described. He thought the 
Fraaer Valley apples firmer and of liner 
flavor than the imported apple. 

Mr. H. Kipp, Chilliwack, and Mr. W. 
15. Townsend, Westminster, sjjoke briefly 
on the same subject. 

The financial re))(H-t was read in the 
afternoon and showed a credit balance 
of .$400,711. 

A long coniuninication was sulmiitted 
by the city council, supporting West- 
minster as a central jjoiiit for shijiping 
produce. A copy of this ccjuununication 
will be sent to Vancouver and I^Iission 
City soliciting a reply. 

A very able paper on Co-operation 
was read by Mr. Postile, Oicanagan. 

Experimental work in Vernon was 
fully taken up by an experienced grow- 
er in the person of Mr. Watson. 

In the evening it was decided to ap- 
point a committee to revi.se the by- 

lilWH. 

Tlie following ollicers were ele(rted for 
ISDO: President, T. U. Earl, Lytton; 
first vice-]}resideiit, G. W. lladwen, 
Duncan: second vice-])resideiit, AV, 
Kniglil, I'opcuni; .secetary-trea.surer, 
A .

I'apeis on sjiraying l.>y II. M. Palmer, 
Victoria, and H. 1'. Frij)p called forth 
extended discussion as to the results of 
the Bordeaux mixture. Many gave it 
na their experience that if the mixture 
were properly made it was efTective. 

Mr. Hadwen's paper on buying trees, 
and Mr. Catherwood's paper on ship- 
ping fruit, were much appreciated. 

Tho committee on transportation 
made their second report. They stated 
that a number of further concessions 
had been made \>y the C.P.H. in the way 
of freight rates, which would place thein 
in a better position in competition with 
Ettatern shippers. The concessions were 
as liberal as the committee, could ex- 
pect. 

The transportation committee was 
permanently appointed.

THE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 



To Tin; Kditou: — The conference of 
the board of trustees reoorted in your 
Saturday's issue, is full of the greatest 
interest to all your readers. The peti- 
tion presented by Mr. Munroe Jlillor, 
pravinc for the setting iw'mXv of portions 
of the puhlicr lands for educational ])iir 
poses, sluuiKI conimeiid itself to all wlio 
are familiar with the endowed school.-- 
of tireat iJritain. The point that really 
creeps in, is the extent to which rate 
aided schools shall be carried, and the 
scope and object of those tliat uiav he 
endowed. 

l*rimary educiation is i'omj)nlsory and 
projiei-ly paid for out ol the rates and 
taxes, because it is a puldic heiielit that 
every person shall be able to read and 
write tlie language of their country 
and be familiar with its weights and 
measures. But, is it desirable that this 
free public education should go bevoiul 
the primary stage— that the ])ubli 
should 1)0 burthened by the ex])ens{' of 
cramming into unwilling heads Ixm 
learning of which no ultimate u 
13 to be made? Would it 
not be far more useful toiiive more time 
to thoroughly grounding tlie ])npils in 
the literature, history anil geographv of 
their country ; to teach them to write 
well; to coiiceiitrate and express their 
ideas concisely ; to be ready and ajit at 
figures ? AVith this grounding all other 
self or higher c ducation is jiossible, 
the mind is.opencd and trained to receive 
and utilize all it can gras]). To this jiri- 
niary education physical culture and 
swimming might profitably be added as 
improving the stamina and health of the 
country. 

The setting aside of lands and funds 
for an endowment for educational pur- 
jioscs would provide for free soholarsliips 
in the more advanceil scliool.-i so that 
those who evince a special aptitude for 
advanced study, or those wha.se prospec- 
tive avocations may render it desirable, 
may win their way aniom^st the higher 
branches by their own ellbrts, and con- 
tinue to enjoy the bles.siiigs of a free 
education. Those parents desiring to 
send their children to these schools 
should have the i)rivilege of doing so on 
the most modest scale, based upon the 
actual cost. 

As the coiintrv increased in prosperity 
. , ^ I education would become both more ex- 
■ I ."'T/'"' , tensive and less costly. The cities, too, 
should be able to establish special schol- 
arships, and many of our wealthv citi- 
zens might reasoiiablv be expected to 
fouiul similar scliolarshi |)s to hand their 
memories ilown as puldic benefactors. 

The jireseiit system is wasteful of the 
machinery of education, and is so far 
oppressive that it exacts rates in excess 
of the primary needs of the ]ieo])le and 
apiilies them to the forcing of the minds 
of the yming and cramming them with 
book learning that to the majority is 
useless for the practical purposes of their 
lives.

The education of the young is 
only 11 foundation to be built upon in 
after years, as education goes on from 
the eradk? to the grave. It is Conse- 
(|neiitly very strange to find the lectures 
on chemistry and iniueralogy but very 
poorly attended. If there In- anytbing 
ill this world to ojien the evi'S and lui- 
(lerstandiiig of ])eoph_'. it is the seieiiee 
of chemistry, and, ill this eouiilrv {>ar- 
tii:iilarly, that of mineralogy, eiiib .aeiiig 
as it do(?s more or less of gcolo.:v. To 
get a livinir nowadays intelligently these 
lend very great aid, to put it In a very 
mild form. Some — [lerhiips niuny — (Jf 
those who attend these lectures will be 
struck with some inl'oruiation that will 
lead them into a jirolilable — never 
tiioiigbt of previ(jusly — pursuit or oi'cu- 
[lation. In themselves they are en- 
trancing and of enormous utility. 

Why then are these lectures not bet- 
ter attended? Are yoniii: adults vain 
enough lo belii;ve they liriow all that is 
to be known — sutlicieiil for tbeiii to gain 
a livelihood — liecauso they may have 
been to the " high " school 1 Weri' tliey 
to attend more lectures they would find 
a wonderful woidd of wliieb they know 
nothing. Is thoii' really any ardent de- 
sire for learning or is it merely alt(;iul- 
aiiee at school for education they gel 
for nothing and tlierefoie uiiik'rvalued'.' 
The cost of attendance at a lecture is 
merely twenty-live cents. When we 
see our theatres full ; concerts well at- 
tended ; hundreds of little entertain- 
ments well patronized, all of which have 
to be liberally paid for, it cannot be the 
cost of the lectures that keeps peojile 
away — away from a vast iiiiumiit of en- 
tertainment, stranize nietainorphoses, 
and possible knowledge most valuable 
for all classes. It may be that these 
lectures have not been sulliciently ad- 
vertised and so the fountain of knowl- 
ediie is not known by those who wish to 
slake their thirst. X .

.■1 SIXnULAR ASSUMPTION. 

The Times reproduijea the point in 
the Manitoba school controversy raiseil 
by the Hon. David Mills. This is what 

it says : 

AVliat are tlie real feelings of the Mani- 
toba minority in regard to the restora- 
tion of separate schools in tlie way pro- 
posed? Docs anyone know for a cer- 
tainty that the majority of that minor- 
ity wish to be placed in the position 
which this bill involves? Has any effort 
been made to canvass the opinion k of 
the Catholics of Manitoba? None a.s fur 
as we know. Certain persons have as- 
sumed to speak for the minority, Imt it 
is not aljsoiutely certain that thej' cor- 
rectly roiiresuiit tlie views of those they 
are said to represent. This is a matter 
on wliich the work of an investigatiiifr 
commission would at once throw light. 

This is plausible and it is ingenious. 
It suggests that all the fuss about the 
schools has been made in the Dominion 
and in the Province of Manitoba for no 
earthly purpose, as the minority said to 
be aggrieved do not Teol that they are 
injured at all. The suggestion is that 
they are well satislietl with the school 
legislation ui 1S90. 

The passage also assumes that for five 
long years " the majority of the minor- 
ity" have been dumb; that they have 
gone to law, have appealed to the Do- 
niinion Oloverninent, and have allowed 
an at^itation in their liehalf to he raised 
and to grow until it has extended from 
D!ie end oi tl'.e Doruinion t'o the other 
without making a sign that they arc not 
satisfied with the present state of thin^.':^ 
as regards education in Mani- 
toba. This, it must he allowed, 
is a very violent assuini)tion 
indeed. People in these days in free 
-countries do not act in this way. I.et 
even a few men feel strongly on iiny 
.sul)joct and they arecortain in a very short 
time to lind a way to make their feel- 
ings and their opinions known to the 
community in which they live. They 
would not allow themselvea to be mis- 
represented, and that too in the most 
striking and the mqst conspicuous way, 
for five years and more without ni;ikiiii,' 
an elTort to undeceive those who had been 
deluded and IchI astray. 

Parliament would be laugheil at fmni 
one end of the Dominion to the other if 
it seriously set about appointing a Com- 
mission to find out wlietiier the tiiajorily 
of the minority of Roman Catholics in 
Manitoba have for live years allowed the 
people of the Dominion to believe that 
they had a serious gri(!vaiice to c(jinplain 
of — a j;rievance about which loud com- 
plaints had been made by persons speak- 
ing for them — when they were perfectly 
contented and willing to allow things to 
go on as the majority of the Legislature, 
and presumably of the people, had or- 
dained. 

The assumption of the pliilosojjher of 
the Grits, too, implies that Mr. iTi-een- 
way and his colleagues are the greatest 
set of chumps that were ever entrusted 
with power, for they tiay^ allowed the 
school agitation to go on until it has as- 
sumed formidable dimensions, when 
they, could at anytime, almost withia 
word, have iiut a stop to it at once and 
for ever. Ail that they liad to do wa.s to 
show that the Catholics as a deuoniin- 
atlon were perfectly satislied with tlie 
school law ol 1880. This, however, they 
did not try to prove or even , venture to 
assert Wha;t piore conclusive answer 
could fJiere have, been to the remedial 
order then the following: "Tliero is 
no grievance to remedy; the majority 
of the Roman. Catholic minority are 
well pleased with the law, and arc satis- 
fied to live underdt." Does anyone for 
a moment suppose if there were any 
grounds .on which to base such a reply, 
that it. would not have been triumph- 
antly made? No one supposes that the

THE ALASKAN- BOUNDARY. 

' The following telegram which is said 
to bo a special to the Montreal Star ap- 

))ears in the Tacoma Ledger of the iiOtli 
ult. : 

Lord Salisbury^ and the Et. Hon. Mr. 
Cbamberlain.baYe beea "^nsidering the 
result of inquirii^a into'tUe records niude 
hero on behalf of British Golumbia, 
which show that the TTnited States has 
no right under the Anglo-Russian treaty 
of ISL',5, to three million acres of land of 
Prince of Wales island, on the Pacific 
coast, which is of great strategic an<l com- 
mercial value, and which the United 
States lilts usurped since buying Alaska. 
The records of the despatches of liagot 
to Lord Canning show that Clarence 
straits and not Portland inlet is the cor- 
ret^t l)oundary. It is suggested tliat the 
C:inadian members of the Alaskan 
boundary commission liavo been misled 
into asBUiuing the correiitucss of the 
United States' assumption. 

There is evidently an error in the 
transmission of this, telegram, for the 
boiindary line mentioned in the latter 
part of it is ea«( of Prince of Wales 
Island, and could npt, therefore, include 
in British territory a single acre on that 
island. The three million acres alluded to 
must therefore be on the mainland be- 
tween Portland Canal and the sea coast. 

The conclusion at which Lord Salis- 
bury and the Hon. Mr. Chamberlain are 
said to have arrived, is the only one to 
wliich they could have cotne if the lan- 
guage of the treaty describing tlie eaat- 
crn boundary of Alaska is to he under- 
stood as the language of any other 
description of the boundaries of a i)iece 
of land is to be understood. The point 
of starting is described with the utmost 
minuteness. From that point the line is 
described to run to the north (" <i 
liorf?"). But the line which our neigl 
bors contend for starts from the right 
point, and then runs for a hundred 
miles or so a little south of east liefore 
it takes a northerly direction. This be- 
ing the case wc can readily believe that 
the despatches of Bagot to Canning 
show that the line runs exactly as it 
is described in the treaty of 1825. 

Our clever and generally candid 
contemporary, the Setittle Times, 
commenting upon tlie above despatch 
quotes the terms of the treaty 
deseriijing tlie line after it starts on 
the Mainlandj'bttt does not quote what 
the treaty says about the direction it 
must take from the starting point, the 
southern extremity of Prince of Wales 
Island. The direction is so simple and 
so specilic that it seems to u.s astonish- 
ing how a mistake coukl have been 
made. Starting from that point, which 
is the commencement of the line, it runs 
north. If that direction is followed tiic 
line canript possibly go near Portland 
Canal. 



of mankind, the coarser accidents of 
life, were absolutely ignored, anil the 
whole question of i)i)])ulalioii seemed re- 
duced to the theory of the gooseberry 
bush.

Those only ,vho have read tlie works 
of the old novelists to which Mr. Gosse 
alludes will see the full significance of 
the above jvassage. It is not a: good sign 
of the time tliat such novels as Jude 
the Obscure are written for an English- 
speaking public. 

A PENETRATTNO LIVHT. 

With resiiect to the wonderful dis- 
covery in the art of photography which 
enables the jihotographer to get a picture 
of an object apparently hidden by a 
solid and opaque covering, Harold 
Frederic in "his Londoii letter of the 
25 111 says : 

Kontgen's photographic di.scovcry in- 
creasingly monopolizer scientilic atten- 
tion. Already minierotis siu^ce.ssful ap- 
plications of it to surgit;ai dilliculties tire 
reported from various countries, but per- 
haps even more striking are the proofs 
that it will revolutionize methods in 
many departments of metallurgical in- 
dustry. It is discovered that lead as 
well as aluminium is transparent to 
cathodic rays, and that alloys all vary in 
density by rules wliich are being rapidly 
established and tabulated. Carbon can 
be readily distinguished from iron, and 
inipcrfccl ftisions in bi-oiize and other 
compounds can be delected at once, so 
that an ideally sim|ile systom of lesLiiig 
great blocks (jr liars of mettil, as in can- 
non, railroad wlicels, rails, bridge sec- 
tions, armor plates and so forth, seeniB 
at hand. K.\|;oriments already made 
warrant the expectation that the new 
method of testing will be of some value 
in practically every branch of metallurgy.

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A MODERN NOVEL. 

iMr. Hardy's last novel, Jude the ob- 
scure, has created (piite a sensation, tind 
that, too, not of the iiletisaiilest kin<l. 
Tiie story is in its way a powerful one, 
and it is artistically [lut tou'etlii;r, but 
the person cannot be said to be very 
squeamish who, as he reads, wonders 
how such a work could be written by a 
decent man to be circulated among de- 
cent pcojilo. .\s might be exiieeted, the 
critics condemn .Mr. Hardy in tli(> 
strongest tcrm.s. 'i'lieie are but two, 
that we have seen, who have a good 
word to say for him or his book. Mr. 
Howells sees no harm in it, and 2ilr. 
Gosse writes of it in the Comopolis, ti 
new review, in an apologetic strain ; but 
Mrs. Oliiihant, in Blackwood, writes of 
the book and its author as they deserve. 
She says : 

" 1 do not know fur what audience 
Ml-. Haidv intend.'^ his last work, ' Jude, 
the I llisciiri',' which has boon iiitro- 
(IucimI, a.v lie IcUs us, for tlu^ last twelve 
moiil lis intii a niim lier of decent lionicH 
in l''.iiglaiid and .-Vmerica, with the most 
shamclnl portions sujiprcHsed. II(jw 
tlu'v could be suppressed in a book 
whose tendency throughout is so shamo- 
iul, I do not understand. But it is to 
b(^ hoped that the conductors and rciid- 
ers of Harper's Magazine were so pro- 
tected by ignorance as not to understand 
what lh(! writer meant then — though he 
iHJW states it with a plainness beyoiu I 
luistaku." 

The good lady's <lisgtist and imligna- 
tion are forcibly expressed in the follow- 
ing scathing passage: 

" It would be curious to compare how 
much of the unsavory essence of his 
story Mr. Harding has thought his first 
public could stomach — in the mngaziiiti 
— and how many edifying detiiils he has 
put in for the enlightenment of those 
who have no Kquetimish scruples to get 
over. The transaction is iiiHultiiig to 
the jmblic with whom he trades the 
viler wares under another name, ' with 
all tlie flupjiressed passages restored,' a,^ 
the old book-tlealers say in tlieir cata- 
logues, recommending their ancient 
scandal to amateurs of the unclean." 

There are some, perhaps, who may 
think tlitit Mrs. Olipbant's strictures are 
unduly severe, but they will hardly won- 
der at her vehemence when they read 
what the author's apologist, Mr. Gosse, 
feels himself constrained to admit. Here 
'is SI very suggestive passage from his 
criticism : 

" We have, in such a book as ' Jude 
the Ob.scure,' traced the full circle of 
jiropriety. A hundred ami fifty years 
ago, Fielding and Smollett brought uji 
before us iiicLnres, used exjiressions, 
described conduct, which aiiiieared to 
their immediate sut^cessorH a little more 
crude than general reading warranted. 
In Miss Barney's haqds and in .Miss 
-Vusten's, tlifi -mrfrais were 'still fiirthe'r 
hedged about. Scott was even mor^' 
daintily reserved. AVecamo at last to 
Dickens, where the clamorous passions

Mr. Booth took the chair at 2:10 p. m 

PravLTs by Rev. C. M. Tate. 

Hon-. Mil. Tuunku callud utteiition to 
an invitation wliicli hud been receivcMl 
from the Lieutenant-Governor for tiiu 
members of tlie legislature to bo present 
. at Government House this afternoon at 
the reception to the oflicers of the Italian 
cruiser now in port. He tlierefore aug 
gested an early adjournment. 

Petitions presented by Mr. Rogers 
yestertlay for private bills re a raiUvav 
from some point between Kamloops and 
Ashcroft to Gariboo; and re operating 
traction engines on the Gariboo wagon 
road, -were read and received. 

Da. Wai.kkm introduced two bills — to 
amend the county courts act, and to 
amend the dairy associations act, IS'Jo 
Head a first time. 

Mil. MACi'HicitsoN- made tlie motion of 
wliich tie liad given notice respecting 
leases granted for fishing stations, and 
at Mr. Kitlict's suggestion added to it a 
request for information about leases 
aaked for^ and not granted. Motion 
agreed to.

PAYMENTS FOll ST.lTl'TE RKVISION. 

Mr. Wii.i.iA.Ms asked what sums have 
been jiaid and ;o whom in C(_innectiou with 
the (■onimitisiou for the revision and 
consoliiiaticjii of tlie Htatute law in force 
in this piovineeV Mas any sum boon 
agreed upon for the entire work, and if 
SO what sum and to whom payable? 

Hos. Ma. TuKNEK replied that the 
amount voted last session, $7,500, has 
been paid to the Chief Justice, who has 
paid out of this all disburgeuients at- 
tendant on the revision. No sum has 
been agreed upon, but it was stated in 
the house last session that the total coat 
will not exceed .$25,000. 

HIE Dl;FAl I,TI.S<i HKGISTRAKS. 

HoK. Ma. EiiEiiTs, in answer to Mr, 
Williams, said the total defalcation of 
W. H. Falding, the district registrar of 
the Supreme court at Westminster, was 
$1,416.27; of J. C. Prevost, ex-registrar 
of the Supreme court, $i!2,59(>,14. Tlie 
auditor in each cas(! has made his re- 
port. No other defalcations have been 
made by government otiicials in 189.') 
and up to date. The government liekl 
security for .f 1,500 from tiie Guarantee 
Company of 2sorth America in the case 
of Prevost, which amount has been paid. 

REVISION OP THE STATUTES. 

The house again went into committee 
on the benevolent and friendly societies 
bill, iNlr. Macpherson in the chair. 

Hon. Mi£. KiiicuTs said that since the 
discussion yesterday he had made an 
examination into the effect of section 5, 
with the result that he could tirmly 
state his opinion that it is in keening 
with tlie law now on the sta'tute 
book, and that tlie revision has 
been correct in every particular. 
The section marks no departure what- 
ever from the spirit of existing legisla- 
tion upon the subject of benevolent and 
other societies and institutions, but, on 
the contrary, is in strict keeping with 
the existing statutes upon these sub- 
jects. I'revious to the vear 1,S!)1, the 
policy of the statute law of BriLiali Col- 
umbia was to restrict these associations 
and institutions in holding land, and to 
exem])t them from taxation in respe(5t 
of the limited quantity of land which 
they were permitted tci liold, and 
the iiHiially recognized manner of 
lioldiiig land was througli trustees. 
Hence the " Religious institutions act" 
(Con. Stat. 1888), c. 100, sec. 2, required 
the consent of the Lieutenant-Governor 
jn Council to holding lands ; sec. 4 re- 
<iaiied the trustees to register, and sec. 
8 made provisions for selling land which 
it hcciime uiineceHsary to hold for the pur- 
poses of tin.' institution. .Similarly, the 
act relating to "Charitable, i)bilanthro- 
pic ami i)rovident associations " (Con. 
^>tat. 18.S8, c. 17, as amended by 1SS!», c. 
■ 1), under sec'tioiis IL' and restricted 
the power of these associations in hold- 
ing laud (unless by lieense of the 
Lieutenant-Governor) to ten acres ; and 
literary societies and mechanics' insti- 
tutes, under the "Literary societies act" 
(Con. Stat. 1888, c. 77), were, under sec- 
tions 8 and 9, limited to lands of the an- 
nual values of two thousand or one 
thousand dollars respectively, according 
to the number of inhabitants where the 
land was situated. In ISOl, however, 
the legislature changed its policy us re- 
gai-ila these S0'.'ieties and inKtitutions 
from one of resli iction in jioiut of area, 
coupleil witli fri'edom from taxation, to 
freedom in point of (piantity, (M)upled 
with full oliligatiou for tax(!s. Hence 
the '• K(digions in.sLitulions act " (Con . 
Stat. ISSS, cap. 100) was amendetl by 
cap. .'is of ]S!d , so as to remove all re- 
strictions n])on religious institutions in 
holding lands ; and following the same 
policy, were passed in the same j'eur, 
caps. 41 and 42, relative to tlie iri'.'or])()r- 
ation (cap. 41) of societies for benevo- 
lent, provident, moral, charitaiile, Leiu- 
perance and other objects ; and (cup. -Ii') 
of industrial and iiroviilent so(;ieti('H. 
liolh of these acts (section (i of i^ap. -I l 
awl sectinu Oof cap. 12) empoweri'd the 
associations to hold unlimited (piaiititie.s 
of land, whilst on the other hand, all 
exemi)tioii8 from taxation in respuct of 
such lands, except only cemettirics and a 
limited quantity of land surroiiiidiug 
hospitals, were swept away. (1) In the 
municipalities bv cap. 20, 1801, 
and (2) in the remainder . of 
the province by cap. 45, 1891. 
section 3. It is true that the former 
" Charitable associations act" and "Lit-" 
erary societies act " (Con. Stat., 1888, 
cai)s 17 and 77) wore left unrepealed, but 
cajiH 41 and 42 of 1801, embracing every 
liead under which societies could be 
formed pursuant to caps. 17 and 77, 
practically superseded them. H'he law 
therefore permitting all religious insti- 
tutions and all charitalihi, provident, 
literary and other societies to bold lands 
in unrestricted quantities ( beside.') which 
tlie same right was given under private 
acts to numerous societies and corpora- 
tions, clerical as well as lay), it ia ob- 
vious that in revising the statutes the 
commissioner had no option other than 
to carrv out the same principle of unre- 
strictecl holding of land. Coming tlien 
to seetion 5 of the proposed " lienevohMit 
and friendly socii^l ies act," the ])rin<dples 
of that section and of section 17 are 
•identical with section (i of cup. 41, 18i)l,

and section 'J of eaj). 42. Under sections 
G and the society was no longer coiii- 
jielleti to hold the property in the names 
of trustees, but might hold it 
in the name of the societ}', The 
same orinciple, but in fewer words, has 
Ijeen carried into the propose<l revision. 
It obviates the cumhersonie iiiolhod of 
trustees, whose death, abscondin>r, ab- 
sence, or unwillih(;ne8s might at any 
time plunge the society into confusion, 
and vests the property field by such tru.'j- 
tees absolutely in the society without 
the expense and machinery of deeds, 
conveyances and legid forms. In doing 
this it is merely declaratory of what was 
in another way aeeoniplisli<;d centuries 
ago hy the ~7 Henry VIII., cap. 10, 
section 1, which is to he found in the 
eiuniiiissioner's rejiort, page iiS, and 
which enacts, " And the estate, right, 
title and jjosse^sion that was in sucli jier- 
son or persons, that were, or l(*;reafter 
liliall be, seized of any lands, tcueiuents, 
or hereditatnenta to the use, confidence 
or trust of any person or persons, or of 
any body politic, be from henceforth 
clearly deemed and adjudged to be in 
him or them that have, or here- 
after shall liave, such use, eoii- 
lidence or trust after such (piality, 
manner, form and (condition as 
they had before in or to the use, eotili- 
deiKH', or trust thiit was in them." Thus 
it will be seen that the present case af- 
ffirds an instanee of the accord of the re- 
vision with existing lavrs,iuid of its har- 
monizing wdlh the iirincijjies of tin; lOng- 
lish law, wdiich have been dii-ected to 
he incorporated. It allbrds an inslanei! 
al.so of the assurance in the coumiission- 
er'a report (page 4J that "the aim of 
the consolidation throughout has been 
to retain the spirit of the law as it ex- 
ists, and where changes or alterations 
have been made or suggested thej' have 
been indicated in difTerent tyjie, .so that 
the legislature can readily either inlopt 
or re'jeet them." It is fiirtlieriiiore to 
be observed that the m:1 now under 
consideration obviati'S the neeiissity of 
passing the "lieligioiis ins'.itutioiiK act."

William Atkinson Received His In- 
juries in an Attempt to Com- 
mit Suicide. 



Ills Mind Has Become Completely 
Uuliluged, Wliicli Accounts for 
His Mad Action

HIS NAME W.4S SMITH. 

The Body Found Floating in the Htirbor on 
Sunday Positively Identified. 

Charles Dickson, of the Albion saloon, 
yesterday established the identity of the 
corpse found floating in the inner liarbor 
on Tliursday, and whieli was given Cliris- 
tian hnrial at Ross Bay cemetery yestenlay 
afternoon. As conjectured the body was 
tliat of a seafaring man, by name Samuel 
Smith, an ex-memb(U- of llie l'"ort.uiui's 
crew. He was last seen aliuul town on 
Cbri.-tmas eve when be was drinking 
heavily, and the suppcjsition is that it wa^ 
through intoxication that be came to bis 
death i;y drowning, .\s he had neitlicr 
relatives nor intimate friends inj one took 
the trouble to make inijuiiy when he was 
missed from his accustomed haunts, nor 
gave a thought to his disappearance until 
the tinding of the Moating body broui;ht 
him back to mind. The evidence of ideti- 
tity bad not yet been obtained wlien 
Coroner 1 )r. Crompton held the necessary 
inipiest, the jury bidng composed of .Messrs, 
Walter I'orler", Fred, Kicbardson, ,lohn 
Sims, .lolin Macrae, .lohn Tliomas and .1. 
F. ('burcli. 'I'bey listened atterdivciv to 
llic nu-agrj testimony subniitlcil, ami re- 
turned a verdict thai the then unknown 
man was found lloalingand dciil in \'ic- 
toria harbor, the body having liccn so long 
in the water us to render iinpo.ssible an in- 
telligent determination of the cause of 
death. 

Smith was a native of Bermondsley, 
London, Eng., and twenty-four years of 
age. He was by occupation a seaman and 
was formerly one of the crew of H. .M. 
Blake, the big cruiser of the Atlantic 
scjuadron wln<-li exciled so mucli attention 
ami adnuratiun at New ^'iirk' during tin; 
memorable naval parad<' and review there 
about two ycar.M ago. He left the lilake at 
Halifax' and came here from N'ova .Si-otia 
as one of the crew of tlie ForLuna, serving 
as a boat puller aboard her during her 
sealing cruise last year. Since the fall 
he had been living in a cabin 
on Pandora street. On Decendier 23 he 
went iido the Albion saloon and cashe<l an 
advance note on Hall it ( ioejiel. According 
to his story be was to have sliippeil aboard 
the (iiuievii, ami got the advaiua; note after 
siginug his papers. He spent some of bis 
money then, and it is miderstood t hat later 
on he was heard to say that lie bad signed 
for the cruise (Ui" the (ieneva, not 
intending to ship, but simply to get the 
advance money, and was gohig to slip away 
to the United States side without fnliilling 
his agreement. He was the worse of li(pior 
that night and when seen again on (Jhrist- 
mas eve was still druid;. M is very 
probable tliat he went to the outer wliai'f 
to try and get a trip to the United Stales 
side on some vessel, and in his drunkenness 
fell from the wharf and was drowned. 



\Vithout iloiiljt William Atkinsmi re- 
ceivoil Ilia injuries on Tluirsday ni<:liL in 
a deliberate attempt to commit suicide. 
When ho ran into the road nnd placed 
his head on the rail in front of tlio ad- 
vancing train car, he fully intended to 
make away with himself. 

'I'ostL'filav the unfortunate man gave 
plain evidence tliat lie wa.s out of his 
niiiul. He talked freely about the 
accident, ami said that he had desired 
to end his life. Something within him 
had, liest.Tteil, dragged him down to the 
10. A X. railway track on Thursday, and 
he had siient all that day walking up 
ami down the line expecting that his 
life would end. Ho seems to have ;i 
hallucination that he h»8 comuiitted 
soinei^reat crime for which he will be 
burned. 

It is very cVidt}!it that he had hidden 
himself within the shadow of the big | 
stumi> at the side of the tramway line, 
and as the car came along at ten o'clock 
had miule a desperate atteiniittu get run 
over. 

It was not his lirst attempt at suicide, 
he said, for he pointed to a couple of 
gashes ill his neck and explaiiieil that 
tliev were not made by the ciir, but be 
had inflictetl them hiinsulf with a knife 
in an attempt to cut his throat. 

.Vtkinson's injuries are very severe 
but his recovery is hoped for. One of 
his ears was nearly torn ofTby the ear, 
and terrible wounds extended over the 
back and top of his head. Whether bis 
mind is permanently unbiilaiictMl can- 
not be kiuiwii till his pliy.'^ii'a! injuries 
have somewhat healed. 

Williaiu -Atkinson is a ciiiarrynian by 
traile and a lirst class workman, handy 
about a stone yaid ami very industrious. 
III! lias worked for Mr. Stewart and also 
for Mr. .1. E, Phillips, and latterly has 
been em jiloyed in smoothing steps at the 
new ])arliament buildings. A gonie-

Occasionally he would take a few days 
off and have a slfort spree, returning to 
his work when he sobered up again. lie 
was always siii'e of eni])loyment, and on 
Tuesday last stoppetl work of bis own 
accord at tin; government buildings. He 
lived alone in a cabin, and the only re- 
lative he has in this country is supposed 
to be a sister living at Clayoquot.

A. Tiicomo, dispatch says : " The North- 
ern Pacific Steamship Coinpany'e (Ori- 
ental liner Hankow has returned from an 
unsuccesaful attQinpt t9 hiiyy repairs 
made ujron her hull on tlie dry dock at 
Quartermaster harbor. It was found 
impossible to raise her as far as required 
by the location of the loosened rivets in 
her bow on the port side. The Han- 
kow's nose was run on the dock iiboul 
t,\Vonty feet, an<,l an oU'ort was niade to 
raise her. AVhcu she liad been on the dock 
two hours the attemiit was given u]3, as 
the water was still above the location of 
the ii|)ertnre, and the dock was in daii- 
gtu- of being badly sprung. She was 
then ordered oil' at the instance of dipt. 
Pojio, surveyor for Lloyds, and 0. C. 
Cherry and Cnpt. Bryant, government 
boiler and hull in&pec'tors. Authorities 
differ as to the failure of the attempt to 
make the needed repairs. The ship is 
nearly seventy-five feet longer than the 
dock, and was unusually hard to raise, 
owing to the fact that 700 tons of flour 
was placed well iift, and there was com- 
paratively nothing forward. The ship 
drew but eight feet of water at her 
bow and twenty-one feet at her stem. 
This fact made it a very dillicult 
task for the dock to raise her bow the 
ri'quired distance. The (1x8 tiinliers 
placed on the dock on which the ship 
rested were crushed like pipestems and 
the weight coming directly on the dock, 
sprung it in several places. When it 
was decided to give up the attempt to 
dock the Hankow at Quartermaster she 
was towed back to the Ocean wharf by 
the Tvee, and arrangements were made 
by bodwell, Carlill & Co., local 
agents of the steamship eompany, to 
pliu'e the ship on the dockiit Es(Hiini;ilt. 
Her cargo was iliscliarged and she will 
be towed over by the Tyee, .Vs the 
extent of the injuries to the ship's hull 
is greater than at lirst supposed, she will 
probably remain on the dock a week or ten 
iliiys. iler stiiling time was Sunday, but 
it is not known at present when slie will 
^et away. General regret is expressed 
in shipping circles over the fact that the 
Hankow will have to be sent to a British 
Columbia dry dock to be repaired, which 
will involve the expenditure of several 
thousand dollars. ' The recent Are in the 
Hankow's coal bunkers was a much 
more serious matter than has been sui)- 
posed. The slii|)'a crew, aided by the 
longshoremen, fought the llames in a 
vigorous and very effective manner, aiul 
but for i)rompt action on llie part of 
oflicers and incn, the damage would 
have been consitlerable. Great dilli- 
etilty in subduing the llames was caused 
by the ilense smoke and heated 'tween 
decks," 

The big ateamshi]) arrived in Esqui- 
mau late last night, and it is expected 
will be docked this morning, the repairs 
to H.M.S. Satellite having been com- 
pleted on Thursday when that ship left 
the blocks.

invitations, but the telephone was re- 
sorted to and as many invitations us 
possible were delivered verbally duriiifi 
the forenoon. In conseciuenco if any 
one was overlooked it may be easily 
understood that, under the circum- 
stances, it was quite excusable. 
However, in sjiito of -the ex- 
tremely short space of time to 
make iirrangeioeiits, there was a large 
gathering of ladies and gentlemen at 
(ioverniiient House to meet Capt. Ber- 
tolini, Frinee f-uigi and the otirer ofli- 
cers of the Christofero Colombo, among 
the invited guests being Admiral ."-^te- 
phenson, the ofHcersof H. M. ships ami 
II. M. A., and the members of the Legis- 
lature. A very pleasant time was sj/ent 
and the Italian visitors could not fail to 
feel pleased with their reception in Vic- 
toria. 

In the forenoon His Honor Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Dewdney accompanied by 
his private secretary, Mr. K. A. Jacob', 
paid a formal visit to the Colombo, and 
was received with a salute of thirteen 
guns.

He Promptly Disposes of tba Divorce 
FroceediDfTS the Cbief Jnstiee 
Declined to Hear. 



The Dillereiice of (iplnlon as to the 
Jurisdiction of the Provin- 
cial Courts 



Yesterday Mr. .J. 1'. Walls, acting for 
the defendant in the suit of Mrs. 
ihitilda Levy against her husband, 
Jose])h Levy, for judicial separation, 
made application to Mr. Justice Drake 
to strike out certain paragraphs in the 
petition, referrinc; to events antecedent 
to the marria^'e. This was the a])plieu- 
tioii which came before the Chief Jus- 
tice on Wednesday, but wliich His 
I.>ord8hip declined to hear on the ground 
that doubts having arisen as to the juris- 
diction of the courts of the province 
under the Kn^Hsh divorce law, he pre- 
ferred to wait till that (juestioii was de- 
termined before hearing any cage under 
the divorce act. 

There has been a difference of opinion 
iiinong the judges ii|)on this (juestion, 
some holding that the I'rovineial 
yu])rcme court had full i)ower to act, 
while others have believed and con- 
tended that the I'jiglisli divorce act was 
inafi]ilical)l(! to local circunistaiieeB, and 
therefore the courts could not deal M'ith 
questions of divorce. 

Mr, .lustice DraUe evidently holds that 
tlie courts of British Columbia have full 
jurisdiction, for yesterday he lieard the 
api)lication and made an order to strike 
out the paragraphs comphiincd of, and 
for the jietitioner to give particulars of 
the allegetl acts of cruelty .since the 
marriafre, Mr, ,1. .\. Aikniaii apjjeared 
lor Mrs. Levy. 

The subject having been broached in 
the legislature in connection witli the 
consolidation of the .statutes of ihe prov- 
ince, it seems likely that Homething \vill 
be done to settle the (ineatioii, which is 
a highly important one. Much general 
interest is taken in the matter, not of 
cour.se because any great number of jieo- 
])le are anxious to initiate divorce pro- 
ceedings, but because it afTects a most 
important power that has, hitherto, 
been exercised by the Supreme Court of 
British Columbia.
